The Wheeler County Commissioners met in regular session on this date at 9:00 a.m. Notice of the meeting was
published and posted as required by law. Answering roll call were Commissioners Jack Poulsen, Jesse Plugge and Mark
Landgren. Also present were Clerk Cara Snider, Deputy County Attorney Joe McNally, and Sheriff Adrian Lindsay. Doug
Reiter, were also present.

Chairman Poulsen identified the location of the Nebraska Open Meetings Act poster located on the commissioners’
board on the south wall and made reference to the open law literature available on the commissioners’ room table. The
clerk asked for the approval of the August 2013 proceedings and all commissioners approved the proceedings as
presented.

Reiter gave a report from the road department in the absence of Highway Supt. He stated that the road crew have
been busy cleaning out some ditches in the southeast corner of the county and working on the roads throughout the
county..

The board reviewed the sealed bids for the 4-wheeler and sprayer. No acceptable bids were received. Poulsen made a
motion reject all bids and to sell the set to the highest bidder at a sum of not less than $2500 for the 4-wheeler and $400
for the sprayer. Such motion was seconded by Plugge. On roll call by the Clerk voting aye: Poulsen, Plugge, and
Landgren. Voting nay: none. Motion carried.

The sheriff asked the board for approval of the contract for training of a new Deputy Sheriff. The contract provides that
if the new deputy did not stay for at least three years then part of his training expense would have to be repaid to the
county. The sheriff stated that he is proposing Doug Reiter as his new deputy. Plugge made a motion to approve the
contract, seconded by Poulsen. On roll call by the Clerk voting aye: Plugge, Poulsen and Landgren. Voting nay: none.
Motion carried.

County Treasurer Wid joined the meeting to discuss 2011 delinquent real estate taxes which had not been sold for want
of bidders. As the law directs, she recommended the County purchase such delinquent tax sale certificates so the
County could foreclose the same at the end of three years. Plugge moved that the County purchase such tax sale
certificates. seconded by Landgren. On roll call by the Clerk voting aye: Plugge, Landgren, and Poulsen. Voting nay:
none. Motion carried.

Wid also presented Resolution 09032013 in regards to delinquent personal property taxes which were deemed
uncollectible. Plugge made a motion to approve such resolution, seconded by Poulsen. On roll call by the clerk voting
aye: Plugge, Poulsen and Landgren. Voting nay: none. Motion carried.

Rich French joined the meeting and asked the board to grant him permission to get a liquor license for Donny Kahl and
Margaret Murphy wedding dance which is being held October 19, 2013 from 6 p.m-12 a.m. at the Wheeler County
Fairgrounds. Poulsen made a motion to approve the said liquor license application, seconded by Landgren. On roll call by
the Clerk, voting aye: Poulsen, Landgren, and Plugge. Voting nay: none. Motion carried.

At 9:26 am the chairman recessed the board meeting to convene as Board of Equalization.

Snider presented Resolution 09042013 setting the tax levies for the next fiscal year. Landgren made a motion to adopt
the levies as presented. Copies of the resolution will be kept in the Clerks office for public inspection during normal
business hours. seconded by Poulsen. On roll call by the Clerk voting aye: Landgren, Poulsen and Plugge. Voting nay:
none. Motion carried.

Poulsen adjourned the Board of Equalization at 9:30 and the Board reconvened in regular session.

Doug Reiter gave his verbal resignation of the County Weed Supt., and for his County Road jobs as of October 14, 2013,
and said he would still be interested in remaining as Emergency Manager for the County.

Terry Glesinger joined the meeting and talked to the board about the possibility of taking on the Weed Supt. Job. The
board decided to table the topic and act upon it at the October meeting.
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Dept. Attorney McNally advised the board that they need to negotiate the terms of a contract between the County and
Glas R Tac and Edward Heinz for cleaning out a drainage ditch on the Glas R Tac property. The Board authorized the
County Attorney to prepare the contract for cleaning of the ditch by November 1, 2013.

Snider informed the Board that there creditable coverage insurance information would be going out to the employees
along with their paychecks this pay period.

No other business coming before the Board of Commissioners or Board of Equalization, the chairman declared the
meeting adjourned at 10:00 am.
